This is a sixth office action in response to applicant's amendment filed, 29 June 
2004, of application filed, with the above serial number, on 12 November 1999 in which 
claims 2, 3, 5, 6, 10, 12-14, 16-18 and 22 have been amended and claims 28-29 have 
been added. '

Please amend claim 6 to read: 

6. The method of claim 2, wherein step (f) comprises, for each transaction within 
said load, returning a result to said client emulation server; and measuring, by said 
client emulation server or by said tested server, the one or more performance criteria 
responsive to the processing of said load by said tested server. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
amended the claims to include limitations of having a client emulation server including a 
workload execution file referencing a collection of live maps for testing the performance 
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of a server, and varying the. processing loads to a different number of instances and 
repeating such measuring. The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or 
in combination the claimed limitations. Therefore, claims 2-6, 10, 12-18, 22, and 28-29 
are allowed over the prior art of record.
